Germany's Labor Iasnran.ee, 


United States Consul Germaiiie at 


.Zurich, Switzerland, has supplied the 
state department at Washington -with 
an interesting report upon the operation 
of Germany's ]nw for the insurance of 
laborers against sickness, accident and 
old age, which has now been in opera- 
tion for ten. years. It appears that there 
lias been paid or., account of thi.s insur- 
ance from tbo time tha law went irito 
effect S-137,500,000, the government, 
tha employers and the employees shar- 
ing the expense. Mr. Germaine men- 
tions the fact that the German indus- 
trials complain of the heavy tax involv- 
ed in the payment of the insurance, but 
the report indicates that tho nation is 
as a -whole prond of tho institution. 
Tho Germans are the pioneers in. this 
class of insurance, but Anstria has par- 
tially followed suit, and Switzerland is 
now engaged in formulating a labor in- 
surance law. 
ilr. Germaine savs that 


Sweden and Norway and Great Britain 
also contemplate the adoption of the 
German system.

BOSTON, Nov. 23.—The Post this morn- 


ing prints a letter from Burglar Barrett, 
it being the first time that he has broken 
silence. 


The letter states that he has written a 


letter to the governor in relation to the 
whole matter, in which he besought a 
new trial in oruer to show his innocence, 
but ha has not heard from him. 


He states that It is a desire to clear his 


name from all the odium that hns been 
thrown upon it by Chaffey and his friends, 
coupled with a wish to clear his wife from 
any knowledge of his life in Boston, and 
to vindicate her in the eyes of tbe public, 
that influences him to make this confes- 
sion. 


The letter goes ontojsay:|'''l am an Eng- 


lishman and was born in the county of 
Staffordshire. About 20 years ago I emi- 
grated to this country and came to Boston, 
where I lived until iny arrest and im- 
prisonment. 
I was altogether in the 


hands of my solicitor during the trial. 


"I was never in a court where a jury sat 


before. I was utterly ignorant of th 
forms of law. I did not know that I had 
the right to address the jury on my own 
behalf without being cross-examined. My 
attorneys told me that to speak would be 
against their wishes and advice. I did not 
speak. Now, I find that my silence has 
been construed as evidence against me. Ic 
was an admission that I was guilty of hav- 
ing killed Farrar, as his brothers main- 
tained 1 had killed him, with premedita- 
tion and malice. 


"I never wished to admit anything of 


the sort, and to this day maintain that I 
did not shoot James Farrar, either by ac- 
cident or design. He was shot in the 
struggle, but not by ma. We were locked 
together on the ground, when I heard the 
revolver shot, and immediately knew that 
Furrar was hit, and hie fatally." 


Barrett than reviews the testimony 


given at Ills trial, and claims that it was 
changed for the express purpose of con- 
victing him. He concludes his argument 
by stating that "every effort was made to 
keep me from getting even the semblance 
of a fair trial, uud as a result I am where 
you see me today.

He is an Kng- 


lishman like myself and was born in Lon- 
don, 
and that is the only bond of unity 


that ever existed between us. My brother! 
No. The same mother never bore us. I 
regard Chaffey us a man cruel, vindictive 
and treacherous. IG is he who threw all 
the odium on me after my arrest. During 
all my trial he pretended to be my friend, 
but was not. 


"Bnt I will cet even with liim yet. I 


will do all in my power to aid the police 
in bringing him to justice. I know him 
as a burglar and a fence, and I will prove 
my statements in court. 
Once it was 


he burglarized the houses and obtained 
the stuff. I never did. 


"I am confined in prison, I firmly be- 


lieve, as tho result of a conspiracy ou the 
part of Chaffey and others, who believe 
they can force me to yield the treasure 
which they imagine I have buried. I onco 
conveyed to Cbaffey the impression that I 
could fiud $100,000 within 10 miles of Bos- 
ton. On that he has worked, and on that 
statement he has nullified my defense, 
undermined my efforts to regain -my 
liberty and debauched my advisers. 


"All that I want is a chance to address 


a right and fair-minded jury on my own 
behalf and show bow my Inwycrs so des- 
perately slipped up on ray cose. If I can 
only secure the chance I crave I uiuy suc- 
ceed in^establishing juy innocence before 
the eyes of the world and once more be a 
free man."

A Post reporter took the above confes- 


sion to Charles street jail, wrote a message, 
telling 
Chaffey of Barrett's statement 


and offering to show It to him and said 
that it deeply concerned himself. 
Chuf- 


fey's answer was: . "Acrting on the advice 
of my solicitor, I have nothing to say at 
present in regard to the matter."

Ml»s Sadie Heslid is pronounced out of 


danger at St. John's hospital. This is a 
most remarkable case considering the fact 
that she was at the point 
of death when 


she went to the hospital and that & couple 
of bullets are yet in her body. 
When it was possible to make a thorough 
examination of the wounds they were 
found to be as follows: 


1. Through the loft ear. The bullet 


entered just above the tlobe and passed 
out, 
grazing the skin back of the ear in 


its flight. This injury was trivial. 


2. Throueh the left arm. -The bullet 


passed between the wrist and the elbow, 
but caused no serious damage. 


3. Through tho left hand. This in- 


jury was more serious. Tho ball crossed 
the long ails of the hand, entering at the 
side and passing out between the base of 
the index finger and the thumb. Ia its 
course it fractured most of the bones of 
the hand. 


4. In the left breast. 
The bullet en- 


tered over the heart and it was most re- 
markable that that organ was not pene- 
trated, when death, of course, would have 
followed Instantaneously.- 
But the ball 


struck a rib,was dellected and buried itself 
in the left side, probably in the wails of 
the chest. 


5. Through the breast bone. The bul- 


let entered one inch from this top of tho 
sternum and penetrated tho bone, in this 
case probably an Inch in thickness. 
It 


probably passed into tho chest cavuy, but 
no symptoms whatever have been mani- 
fested by it and it has caused no trouble. 


6. The most serious wound of uli. Tlie 


bullet entered the back opposite the eighth 
rib. It slruck that rib ami was uc.uected 
downward and to the right a distance of 3 
1-2 inches, striking the spine a glancing 
blow and passing through the thoracic 
wall aud probably entering the pleur&l 
cavity. This bullet made its presence felt 
by pressure on the lung and explained the 
difficulty which the patient experienced 
in breathing. 


The doctors think the unextracted bul- 


lets may not cause any serious trouble.

Ended a Miserable Life of 


Andrew Timko - 


WHO ATT'EMPTKD TO KILL HIS 


STEPDAUGHTER, 
:'' 


Jealousy Led to 
the Tragedy ia 


Tenement House. 


, Nov. 215.— Andrew Tlmko, 


Inflamed by drink and deslro yesterday, 
murderously attacked his stepdaughter, 
Mary Thouohuk, with akuifoaud hatchet, 
and then ended his own life with a bullet. 


Timko, who is on Hungarian, has a legal 


wife in Europe, and thu mother of Mary la 
his common law wife. Ho is 43 years at 
age, and has manifested an unnatural 
jealousy of the (jirl Mary, who is baruly 
10. To such un extent was the man's 
jealousy aroused within tho past, few days 
that he was scarcely able to restrain him- 
self, and whenever he saw the girl speak- 
ing to a boy on tho street or elsewhere ha 
would bear, the offending boy if ho could 
lay bauds on him and abusod the girl 
without! mercy. 


A week ago the man quit work and de- 


voted his time to the consumption /)£ 
liquor. Saturday night the husband and 
wife had u quarrel about the girl, Timko 
attempting familiarities and making nu- 
merous threats. Mrs. Thouchuk would 
not go to bed until her husband had re- 
tired. Hejlnally went to bed, and mother 
and daughter slept in another room. 


Not long afterward tho mother found 


the man standing besido tho bed and try- 
ing to lay down there. She ordered him. to 
return to his own room, and llually he 
went awar, but she was so exhausted that 
she finally went to sleep, only to be 
aroused by her daughter's cries. 
Again 


she found her husband standing besido 
tho bed, and onco mure she induced him 
to go back to his own apartment. 


Not long afterward, tho woman was 


once more awakened by hearing a cry 
from her daughter, who had gotten up 
from the bed and had run into the kltohon. 
The woman 
followed, and saw blood 


streaming from tho child's back, while 
tho man stood close by with a bloody 
kuife la Ills hand. While tho child was 
cowering in dread of her father, the latter 
grasped her by tho hair, and dropping his 
knife and picking up a hatchet which lay 
on the floor, begau to strike the girl with 
that instrument over thu shoulders. 


Double Ulurder Was Intended. 


The girl, struggled -frantically, 
and 


finally managed to slip from the brute's 
hold uud ran down tho Kfcairs, aorosy 
tho courtyard and into the room of Mrs. 
Schneider. Then the wife tried to grasp 
the hatchet, bub the man held it aloft 
and threatened to kill her too. 


"Don't kill luel" she cried. While the 


man hesitated a moment, the woman suc- 
ceeded in snatching the bacchoc from his 
hands,'and ran witli it out of tbe room in 
tho direction her daughter hud taken, 
screaming "Murder!" "PoliceI" at the 
top of her voice. 


The report of four'pistol shots followed 


the woman's cdes in rapid succession. It 
appears that the man, as soon as he saw 
that his wife had nod from his clutches, 
took a revolver and lived two shots at her 
us she disappeared down tho stairs, but ho 
missed ills aim, and the bullets were em- 
bedded in the walls; then returning to the 
kltohon, he turned the still smoking re- 
volver toward his head and fired two shots. 
Both bullets entered bis neck, just below 
ttie chin, and bo fell to the floor, and died 
in 10 minutes. 


The frightened people recovered suffi- 


ciently to summon tho police, and the girl 
was conveyed to a hospital. Her night 
clothing was covered with blood, which 
had flowed from a stab wouud la her back 
and from an ugly hatchet cut on her loft 
shoulder. Tho wound in the back had 
been inflicted while tho child was in bed, 
and the point of the knife was still there 
embedded in the flesh, the blade having 
broken.' This vrus removed by the ambu- 
lance surgeon and the other wound was 
dressod before the girl was taken to tho 
hospital. It is thought that the child 
will recover.

men appeared. Latecomers in tho field, 
having them not, they overcame those 
who had them. 'The parties whom they 
havo driven to tho wall,' said the New 
York Hepburn committee, 'have had 
ample capital and equal ability in the 
prosecution of their business in all 
things save the ability to acquire facili- 
ties for transportation.' The flimsinesa 
of the defense of theso monopolies is 
the exact measure of tho simplicity of 
the means needed to "overthrow them. 
There has never been and is now not 
tho slightest need of u'ew laws or new 
political economy or a, now social sys- 
tem. 
Tho common law TVO have had 


for 
hundreds' of years, 
our oldest 


fashioned political economy, any theory 
and form of civilized government, con- 
tain all tho principles and agencies for 
putting an cud to such depredation on 
individuals and commonwealths. 
All 


that is needed is n-judge and 12 jury- 
men and a prosecuting attorney and a 
public opinion to sot them to work. 
And there is tho rub. Tho public opin- 
ion as yet is lacking. 
We have all the 


machinery, but the power to exorcise ifc 
is not yet generated. 


"Why? 
"Not for lack cf morality or patriot- 


ism, but because the public mind is 
ccnfnsod. 
It sees these things being 


donn under cover of the forms of enter- 
prise, iuf%Tity and wealth making con- 
secrated fcy centuries of use and wont, 
and it thinks they are enterprise, integ- 
rity, wealth. It thinks that it is the fit- 
test who are surviving. 
Bat it will at 


last discover that theso forms are only 
tho cloak for tho destruction of enter- 
prise, integrity and wealth, and that 
tho homoa of tho people are being dis- 
mantled to build palaces for their in- 
vaders and betrayers. 
When the people 


at last get that through their hoads, no 
one will any longer havo any occasion 
to complain of tho slow pace of reform. 
'The American idea," Emerson says, 'is 
emancipation,' and in comparison with 
all previous emancipations tho coming 
emancipation will be douo iu a flash. 
We can already soo tho light. 
Wo are 


like the explorers in Eider Haggard's 
story, sailing the subterranean river in 
tho volcano. 
Wo can feel that we aro

The Expert Diagnosis of Her |V/oimdi— 


IJullutK Uuexl.ractcd. 


Miss Sadie Uestiu is pronounced out of 


danger at St. John's hospital. This is a 
most remarkable easu considering the fact 
that she was at the point 
of death when 


she went to the hospital and that a couple 
of bullets are yet in her body. 
When it was possible to make a thorough 
examination of the wouuda 
they were 


found to be as follows: 


1. Through the left ear. The bullet 


entered just above the . lobe and passed 
out, grazing the akin back of the ear in 
its flight. This injury was trifial. 
-.2. Through Use left arm. The bullet 
passed between the wrist and the' elbow, 
but caused no serious damage. 


3. Through the left hand; This In- 


jury was more serious. The ball crossed 
the long ails of the hand, entering at the 
side and passing out between the base of 
the index finger and the thumb. In its 
course It fractured most of the bones of 
the hand. 


4. In the left breast.. The bullet en- 


tered over the heart and it wag most re- 
markable tiiat that organ was not pene- 
trated, when death, of course, would have 
followed instantaneously. 
But the ball 


struck a rib, was deflected and buried itself 
in the left side, probably in the walla of 
the chest. 


0. Through the breast bone. The bul- 


let entered one inch from the top of the 
sternum and penetrated the bone, in this 
case probably an inch iu thickness. 
It 


probably passed into the chest cavity, hut 
no symptoms whatever have been mani- 
fested by it ami it has caused no trouble. 


0. The most serious wound of all. The 


bullet entered the back opposite the eighth 
rib. It struck that rib anil was deflected 
downward and to the right a distance of 3 
1-2 inches, striking the spine a glancing 
blow and passing through the thoracic 
wall and probably entering the pleural 
cavity. This bullet made'Its presence felt 
by pressure on the lung and explained the 
difficulty which the patient experienced 
in breathing. 


The doctors think the unextracted bul- 


lets may not cause any serious trouble.

n-as received from the interior yesterday, 
except from Marsovan, whore all was 
quiet, though apprehension was felt for 
tho safety of the American missionaries 
located u't Marsovnn, and tho houses were 
carefully protected. 


Tho sultan yesterday sent a message to 


Minister Terrell to the effect that no dis- 
turbances hnct been reported from the An- 
atolia peninsula on Friday or Saturday. 


A report became current; chat the gov- 


ernor of Iladjim had threatened to burn 
tlie convent of tho town and tho burley 
fields surrounding. Minister Terroll there- 
upon informed tho sublimo porto that if 
any of the missionaries at Hadjim were 
injured in any way, ho would demand and 
obtain tho governor's head. 
The lady 


missionaries were safe up to noon yester- 
day. 


Quieting Down. 


A batoh of official dispatches has been 


published representing that order has 
been completely restored almost every- 
where, except at Sivas, owing to the 
measures which 
the 
government has 


adopted. 


It is officially announced that several 


notables and persons in authority at Erz- 
room have apologized to Shakir Pasha for 
tho disorders provoked at that town by 
Armenian revolutionists. 


Tlie Christian bishops at Ourfa havo 


telegraphed the grand vizier that their 
safety is now assured. 


Tho sultan has ordered that tho corn 


collected in the form of tithes shall be dis- 
tributed among tho-noedy Inhabitants of 
Sivna aud Kharput. 


The kernel to the present situation is 


found in thu fact that tho government is 
without money. The Bultaii is anxious to 
stop disorders, but lacks funds with which 
to pay tho troops. 


European Conference ^fecessary. 


The opinion prevails in dlplomatio cir- 


cles that a European conference is indis- 
pensable in the setliemout of the Turkish 
question, for, although tho powers havo 
ugreed, this agreement cannot be changed 
into action, for fear of drawing Europe 
into a dangerous Eastern situation. Tho 
v/inter snows will keep tho Asiatic prov- 
inces quiet, but something must bo doue 
before springtime revives the excitement 
and Macedonia is brought into the move- 
ment. 


Consuls estimate tlie loss of property as 


a result of the Diarbekir riots alone at 


1,000,000. 
General alarm stiil continues hero, de- 


spite reassuring reports from tho provinces, 
and tho wealthy Armenians sleep at the 
hotel in preference to remaining at their 
own houses. 


>"ot an Easy Task. 


Tho ambassadors fear that tho pacifica- 


tion of the disturbod provinces will be an 
extremely difficult task, owing to the 
probability that tho measures adopted 
will not bo of an impartial nature, that 
the Mussulmans will be favored by tho 
Turkish officials and that the Christians 
will be oppressed. 


Owing to the fact that the police have dis- 


covered a number of revolutionary placards 
posted in the Psamatia quarter of Stam- 
bul the Armenian shops there have beeu 
closed aod extra precautions to prevent 
trouble are being taken. Kcveral arrests 
havo been made, and it is likely that more 
will ocouL1 before long. Tho police are 
striving hard to discover where the Arme- 
nian revolutionary placards are printed, 
but, so far, they havo not met with suc- 
cess. 


Ono of the placards torn down in the 


Psamatia quarter called upon the Arme- 
nians to arm themselves, as they were 
about to bo massacred, and another, 
printed in the Turkish language, stated 
that at the least sign of movement all tho 
Armenians were to bo slaughtered. 


As tho Turkish authorities are charged 


with having taken advantage of much 
less than this In order to make an attack 
upon tho Armenians, the matter was 
promptly brought to the attention of tho 
British charge d'affaires, Mr. Herbert, 
who immediately informed the porte that 


; ho would hold the government responsible 
! for any disturbance of order in the Psamatia 
quarter, taking the ground that tiie au- 
thorities had ample time to take all tho 
precautions necessary to maintain peace' 
without resorting to bloodshed. 


Towfik Fnshft's VIowH. 


A representative of a press association 


had an interview on the political situation 
with Tewflk 
Pasha, 
tho minister of 


foreign affairs. 
Tho pasha received his 


visitor kindly, and readily answered all tho 
questions put to him, not only on tho po- 
litical aspects of the affair, but as to ad- 
ministrative measures contemplated or in 
force. 


In brief, Towflk Pasha assured the cor- 


respondent that everything possible was 
being dor.0 for tho protection of tho Amer- 
ican and 
other missionaries in Asia 


Minor, and that those who were desirous 
of leaving tho interior could do so under 
escort. In view of the troubled state of 
the country, Towflk Pasha suggested that 
perhaps this would be tho best course to 
adopt for tb.9 present, aud that the work 
of the missionaries could be resumed later 
when matters were brighter. 


The minister, however, said that the 


litest news received by the government 
from tho provinces was inoro reassuring 
than it had been for somo time past. 
Everywhere, ho added, on the arrival of 
the troops, order was being restored, and 
the Armenians were not being severely 
treated. 


Referring to the measures adopted by 


the government with tho view of brincc- 
iug about the restoration of order in Asia 
Minor, the minister of foreign affairs 
eaid he had no doubt the reforms would 
be strictly carried out and that the gov- 
ernment would shortly be ablo to an- 
nounce the complete restoration of ordor 
in Anatolia. Ke declared that the com- 
mission appointed to supervise the reform 
was actively prosecuting its labors, and 
that the commission had already selected 
tho officials who were to" be appointed to 
tho various posts. Tho names of these 
officials will bo published at an oarly date. 


As to tho cause of the disturbances, 


Tewnk Pasha expressed the opinion that 
there was no possibility of doubting they 
were caused, by the revolutionary com- 
mittees of the Armenians, who. had for o 
long time past boen sending agents to 
Asia Minor, stirring 
the' inhabitants 


against the authority of tho sultan, and 
doing everything possible to bring about 
outbreaks agalnsc the local authorities, 
which, when; suppressed by . the latter, 
wore classed as massacres, and exagger- 
ated in the grossest manner possible. 


Armenians attacked and killed two In- 
offensive Turks. The Turkish gens d'armes 
thereupon attempted to arrest the mur- 
derers. Tho Armenians resisted desper- 
ately, and u serious affray was the result, 
during which six Armenians were killed 
and about a dozen -were -wounded. Some 
time later the story -was retold by the 
Armenians, and when it reached Con- 
stantinople tho affair had gn»vn into the 
massacre of about 300 Armenians in cold 
blood, with all tho accompanying horrors 
which tho Armenians usually decorate 
their stories of such affairs. 


As to tho prospect of European inter- 


vention in Turkey, To'.vflk Pasha could 
only say that he saw no probability of 
such a stop being necessary, as the powers, 
ho added, were assured that the sultan 
was in earnest in doing everything possi- 
ble to restore order in Asia ilinor, and 
they were not likely to do anythi ug which 
would in any way hamper his efforts in 
this direction. 


Ono of tho great diffcultles experienced 


by the government, s:iid the pasha, in re- 
storing order in tha troubled districts, was 
the trouble they -were having in calling 
out the reserves. The government's ef- 
forts were a! so hindered by the state of 
Turkish finances, and by the largo sums 
it was necessary to borrow in order to pro- 
vide for tho arming aud equipping of the 
soldiers to be sent to tho troubled dis- 
tricts. 


In conclusion, Tewux Pasha assured his 


visitor that all tbo tales of alleged horrors 
coming from Armenia and elsewhere 
should be taken with a considerable 
amount of salt, as they aro wholly manu- 
factured by the Armenians, or else so 
strongly colored by them as to be no 
longer recognizable even by their concoct- 
ere. 


Hoar's Vigorous Mossajje. 


WORCESTER, Muss., Nov. 25.—Secretary 


Smith of the American Board of Missions 
and Senator Hoar had a conference con- 
cerning the outrages in Armenia, and as a 
result the following telegram was sent to 
President Cleveland by the senator: "You 
may depend upon my support in the sen- 
ate, both by speech and vote, of the most 
vigorous action you may take to prevent 
further cruelties toward the Armenians 
in Turkey, even if you determine to treat 
tho persons who commit them as pirates 
or common enemies of the human race."
